The system has actually been used— 
and, it is claimed, with great success in 
every case—in cities of from 2500 to 
600,000 population. In other words, it 
is asserted, its actual use proves that 
the problems of the assessor are essen- 
tially the same in large and small places, 
and that there is nothing peculiaY aris- 
ing from mere size. 


Treatment Equitable 


Investigation in any of these cities, 
it is insisted, shows that the taxpayers 
know that they were treated alike, that 
the work was done in public and that 
favoritism, either conscious or uncon- 
scious, was absolutely eliminated from 
the assessment. The very method itself, 
operated in public and for the most part 
by the public, it is pointed out, pre- 
cludes the assessment of one man’s prop- 
erty on one basis of value and another 
man’s on another basis. 

The discrepancies in the assessment 
of next door neighbors, such as noted in 
the Boston examples, it is claimed, 
would be absolutely impossible, and as 
taxpayers and citizens gradually see for 
themselves that this is so, they are 
much more certain that they are get- 
ting a “square deal” than they ever 
have been on the say-so of assessors.

Latest returns indicate that Woodrow 
Wilson has carried the state of Llinois, 
which would increase his probable total 
electoral vote to 439. 

Wyomitg apparently is about evenly di- 
vided between President Taft and Governor 
Wilson, with the former slightly in the 
lead. 

Though the count of the vote is not yet 
nearly completed in many states, its trend 
is such as to indicate the successful candi- 
date in all excepting a few instances. 

Returns show that Socialists made great 
gains in the popular vote, 

Governor Wilson carried Iowa by 15,000 
votes, alsough at first the state was claimed 
by Colonel Roosevelt. 

Colonel Roosevelt appears to have run 
second in many states, which will give his 
party control of the election organization. 

Statewide prohibition seems to have won 
out in West Virginia by 75,000. 

Woman's suffrage has won oyt appar- 
entiy in Kansas, Arizona, Michigan and

Woodrow Wilson may have the un- 
precedented record ot 439 votes in the 
electoral college. Colonel Roosevelt will 
he second, with a practical assurance of 
the electoral vote of Pennsyvania, Michi- 
een, South Dakota, Washington and Min- 
nesota for a total of 77. President Taft 
third. He surely has the states of 
Idaho, Vermont and Utah, and may get

This was the situation when the re- 
vised figures became available today. 
Colonel Roosevelt has lost Kansas, and 
it may be IHlinvis,’which he had steadily 
claimed from the earliest report. But he 
caired Minnescta when the vote of the 
farming districts became to_come in.

WOODROW WILSON FOURTH TO.FIND 


GOVERNORSHIP A STEPPING STONE. 


WASHINGTON—But three of the 26 
American presidents have, strictly speak- 
ing, been advanced to the presidency 
rom the office of governor. Woodrow 
Wilson will make the fourth. 

George Washington of course, was at 
no time the governor of Virginia, nor 
John Adams of Massachusetts. Thomas 
Jefferson had twice served as governor 
of Virginia in the revolutionary war 
but that fact had nothing whatever to 
do with his election as President 26 
years later. James Madison was not 
governor of Virginia; Monroe was, but 
in his case six years in the state depart- 
ment intervened before he came to the 
presidency. Neither John Quincy Adams 
nor Andrew Jackson was ever governor 
of his «tate. Martin Van Buren for a 
short time was governor of New York 
but as in Monroe’s case, six years in- 
tervened before he became President. 

William Henry Harrison was Governor 
of Indiana territory by appointment 
40 years before he became [lresident. 
John Tyler was Governor of Virginia 
in 1825, 15 years before he succeeded 
Harrison.

Zachary Taylor’s career had been 
military until he became 
President. Millard Fillmore was never 
Governor, nor was Franklin Pierce, 
James Buchanan or Abraham Lincoln. 

Eight years before he succeeded Lin- 
coln in the White House, Andrew John- 
son had been governor of Tennessee. 
Ulysses S. Grant was never Governor. 
Rutherford B. Hayes, however, defeated 
William Allen for Governor of Ohio in 
1875, the year before the Republicans 
nominated him for.President and his 
gubernatorial victory led directly to his 
political promotion. neither James A. 
Garfield nor Chester A. Arthur ever had 
served as Governor.

ination. Benjamin Harrison had once run 
for Governor of Indiana, m 1876, and 
been defeated by Mr. Williams, Demo- 
crat, but that was 12 years before he 
came up for the presidency. 

William McKinley was elected Gov- 
ernor of Ohio in 1891 and again in 1893, 
Which fact had nearly everything to do 
with his nomination for the presidency 
in 1896. Theodore Roosevelt was Gover- 
nor of New York, but he went from that 
office to the vice-presidency, nobody ex- 
pecting that he ever would be President. 
He resisted for a couple of days, at the 
Philadelphia Republican national conven- 
tion of 1900, the vice-presidential nomi- 
nation, alleging that it was a scheme on 
the part of some of his political 
opponents to shelve him. William H. 
Taft’s road to the White House was 
through the judiciary and service in the 
federal executive departments, in the 
Philippines and in this city. 


It will thus be observed that in the

_ RABBIT MEAT 


Not expensive and ts 


HE rabbit is gaining popularity with 

the American housewife since the 
era of high cost foods began. It is cheap 
and the quality of the meat excellent. 
If rabbits were not so frequently stewed 
for the nome table but were prepared 
after some of the newer methods they 


would be far more highly esteemed. 

For instance, a deviling process turns 
out an appetizing dish that tastes like 
frog’s legs or chicken and is not any- 
thing like the average rabbit stew, ac- 
cording to a New York Sun writer. To 
devil a rabbit divide it at the joints 
after it comes from the “butcher’s; then 
parboil the portions. When cold score 
the meat to the bone with cuts half an 
inch apart. Melt over ‘the fire three 
ounces of butter, mix this with a little 
cayenne pepper, salt, mustard, one table- 
spoonful of vinegar and one teaspoonful 
of Worcestershire sauce. Stir these well 
together and rub each piece of the rab- 
bit thoroughly with the mixture, seeing 
that the scoring is penetrated. 

Broil the rabbit on a hot gridiron over 
a quick fire, turning the iron frequently. 
When quite brown pile the pieces on a 
hot plate, melt some butter and pour it

The flour unloaded from 
flat cars directly into the basement, 
where it is sifted, and surprising quan- 
tities of wood, lint, and dust are re- 
moved, It is then taken to the top floor 
and held until desired for mixing. A 
five weeks’ supply always on hand, 
amounting to 3000 barrels. On _ this 
floor all materials are handled. In a 
cool room enough yeast for two days’ 
baking is kept, in large’ cakes spread 
out on shelves to allow a 
air, arount them. There 
milk in barrels, made especially for this 
company; cottonseed éooking oil, used 
for shortening and greasing the pans; 
distilled water and other supplies. 

The sifted flour comes down automat- 
ically to the floor below, into clean 
white bins, where water added and 
the temperature carefully regulated by 
means of an ammonia ice plant and hot 
water. 
buckets, and is now added, and also a 
small amount of granulated’ sugar. The 
dough is then dropped into electric bread 
mixers, and filtered air introduced to 
feed the yeast. There are six or eignt 
of these churn-like mixers, which are 
cleaned onec a day and kept thoroughly 
The dough drops directly from 
these into huge tubs, each holding about 
1500 pounds. Salt is added and the 
bread is allowed to rise uncovered, for 
25 minutes, in a sunny, white-tiled room. 

Gravity plays a large part in passing 
the bread from floor to floor. It drops 
out of the rising tubs through a large 
opening in the floor, is forced through a 
narrow aperture, automatically cut into 
uniform pieces, and falls on a moving 
platform in.separate loaves. It passes 
through a number of kneading devices 
which toss, roll and press it into the de-» 
sired shape. The room is moderately 
warm, and by means of machinery alone 
the bread is dropped upon a sort of roller 
ceaster and flattened into loaves. ‘The 
loaves are carried along slowly after the 
vigorous mechanical manipulation they 
have received, and only once during toe 
entire process is it necessary to touch 
them for an instant.

MASKED SWEETBREADS 
LANCH one pound of sweetbreads, 
remove pipes and skin and_ put 
through the meat grinder with two 
slices of salt pork. Form into cutlet 
shapes and pin them tight in cheesecloth 
to keep their shapes. Place on ice. Af- 
ter an hour or two saute them on one 
side only in. a little butter for five 
minutes and place them on a buttered 
baking-pan, cooked side up. When cool, 
cover them with the masking prepara- 
tion made as follows: 
peeléd onion with cold water, place on 
the fire and boil for five minutes, drain, 
dry and cut in slices. Saute the slices 
inn one tablespoonful of butter- until 
slightly brown, add one cupful of stock 
and cook until tender; press through a 
sieve with the stock. Melt three table- 
spoonfuls of putter, add a third of a 
cupful of flour, half a teaspoonful of 
salt and a litthe paprika. Add enough 
cream to the ofhion and stock mixture 
to make one and a third cupfuls and 
add this to the mixture in saute pan; 
when boiling, add one large egg, or one 
egg and an extra yolk, cook for a mo- 
ment, remove from fire and add a dash 
of cavenne -and nutmeg. Cover. the 
sweetbreads about a fotirth of an inch. 
Cool, then cover with soft. bread crumbs 
rolled im melted butter; place a whole 
mushroom, partly cooked in butter, on 
each cutlet and-garnish with slices or 
stripes of truffle or red or green pepper. 
Bake 10 minutes. Serve with a brown 
mushroom sauce around the edge of 
platter, with-a mound of fried eggplant 
straws in the center. 
EGGPLANT STRAWS 
Cut an unpeeled eggplant in one fourth 
inch slices, salt each, put them together 
again and pres; them' under a heavy 
weight an hour or more.

A pretty 
tvpe of the fashionable tree aigrette con- 
sists of a long strip of soft ribbon of 
width laid in a succession of box 

which, instead of being caught 
down at their tops, are allowed to flare. 
At its upper end the ribbon shouldbe 
folded into as narrow a box plait as can 
possibly be contrived, and at the lower 
end into overflapping loops. With sneh 
a finish the aigrette need not be “rooted’”’ 
under a supplementary ornament, buat 
can be caught directly against the hat’s 
crown. Sash wide moire ribbon forms 
an effective “tree” aigrette when folded 
into a single three-finger-long loop in 
turn overlapped by asecond and slightly 
shorter loop against which comes a still 
shorter third loop. A third of the dis- 
tance between the top of the first loop 
and the bottom of the entire group the 
“tree” should be caught in with a soft 
fold of the’ moire, which must afterward 
run in @ narrow plait down the ‘tree’ 
to its base and twist into a “root” for 
the aigrette. This three-loop scheme 
makes an aigrette so substantial that it 
should stand upright without assistance 
from a wire,

It is realized here that the 
other South American nations blame 
Peru, not so much for the conditions al- 
lowed to exist in the rubber districts 
as for having given England, and espe- 
pecially the United States, a pretext for 
meddling with purely South American 
matters, and that Peru’s enemies are 
making the best of this situation. Boli- 
via has been stirred up in favor of Co- 
lombian claims, and the Argentine press 
has lately taken the matter up quite 
vigorously. There are indications also 
that Colombia is using the Putumayo 
troubles to exert pressure on Brazil to 
have the Vasquez Cobo-Martins boun- 
dary treaty of 1907 revised and submit 
part of the claims to arbitration.

ginned up to Nov. l. Picking of the re- 
mainder of the crop will Be nearly over 
by Dec. 1 unless work is irterfered with 
»y bad weather. On this estimate of 
total vield at an average price of ap- 
proximately $60 per bale, including sale 
of seed, farmers will realize nearly $290,-. 
000,000, It is stated by bankers that 
owing to the fact that the product was 
marketed this year almost as fast as 
gathered, the money already brought 
into the state from sales made up to 
this time aggregates nearly $200,000,000. 
Beneficial effects of this enormous ad- 
dition to the circulating medium in Texas 
are to be noted in all lines of business 
and industry. Total yield of the state 
may be increased as much as 200,009 
bales if frost is unusually late. 

Early clearing of the fields in the south- 
ern half of the state has enabled the 
labor shortage in the other cotton pro- 
ducing districts to be relieved. In Texas 
cotton planters will have paid out this 
season approximately $25,000,000 for 
picking the crop. For the most part 
pickers are free spenders and upon them 
merchants of smaller towns rely chiefly 
for théir share of good times that come 
from the crop. 

Car shortage has not assumed the seri- 
ous proportion expected earlier in the 
season. The railroads are for the most 
part handling their traffic with a prompt- 
ness and dispatch that have so far pre- 
vented any noteworthy congestion of 
shipments. 


TWIN CITY RAPID 
TRANSIT GAINS 


For September and the nine months 
ended Sept. 30 last, the Twin City Rapid 
Transit Company recorded substantial 
increases in gross earnings, although a 
considerable portion of the improvement 
was offset bv increase in .expenses, so 
that the net was only slightly higher 
than in the corresponding periods of 
1911.

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REHABILITATION WORK ON THE 
WABASH PROGRESSES WELL 


Interest on Refunding 


Increased Maintenance Expenses Deprive Bondholders of 


Fours, but Property Is Being 


Placed in n Good Condition 


NEW YORK—No formal statement 
has vet been made regarding the Wabash 
railroad’s reorganization, and it is quite 
possible that none will be made for 
some time to come. But in the mean- 
time, each month which goes by and 
finds the road still in the hands of its 
receivers will mark a nearer approach to 
the rehabilitation which the Wabash so 
long needed, but could not accomplish} 
while under a management which was 
compelled to save enough of gross earn- 
ings regularly to meet the heavy pay- 
ments which the. system’s weight of 
fixed charges demanded. The road came 
into care of receivers only as recently 
‘as last December, and the annual report 
of the company for the fiscal year ended 
June 30 reflected operations under direc- 
tion of the courts for only six months; 
yet the report indicated that already up 
to June 30 the receivers’ policy had 
made a decided change in the manner 
operating the road. 

Since receivership began, no interest 
has been provided out of the company’s 
income for payment holders of the 
$32,102,000 first and refunding 4. per 
cent bonds; the money that might have 
to these bondholders was turned 
instead, to the company in the 
pe of enlarged maintenance expenses, 
The income statement contained in the 
pamphlet report did not include interest 
on 4 per cent refunding bonds for the 
periok from Jan. 1 to June 30, $642,000, 
but it did show an increase in expend- 
iture for maintenance of way and equip- 
ment amounting to $704,000. That in- 
crease Was equal to 8 per cent as com- 
pared with the returns of 1912; it ad- 
vanced the ratio of expenses to 
earnings from the 1910 level of 
cent, and the IM11 level of 74% to the 
extremely high figure of 81% per cent. 

Receivers of a railroad néver follow a 
set policy in the matter rehabilita- 
tion; how they proceed depends largely 
on the extent to which the line placed 
in their care has been “starved” to 
enable the payment interest and 
dividends in the past. Often there arises 
the necessity of continuing a high ratio 
of operating cost for an indefinite period 
because of the maintenance needs of a 
rundown road; again it found that 
despite economies practised to enable 
the payment of fixed charges, the con- 
dition of roadbed and equipment was 
readily restored to its former standard 
by return of income to the system dur- 
ing a limited period, and by-the benefits 
secured from the judicious expenditure 
of funds received through the sale 
receivers’ certificates. Without question 
the Wabash can be described as a road 
which had deteriorated only part way 
because of the policy of ifs management 
to keep expenses down suffice ‘iently to 
enable the matching of fixed charges 
with net earnings so that default 
might be possible. 

In the annual report of two years ago, 
in 1910, President Frederie A. DBelano 
stated that “while economies have been 
closely watched, maintenanee of property 
has been well cared for and the physical 
condition of the road and its equipment 
are today excellent.” In the 1911 report 
he declared again that “every investiga- 
tion of Wabash conditions confirms the 
statement that the property as it stands 
has been well maintained.” The crying 
need of the road was then pointed out 
declared that the 
Wabash lagged behind its competitors 
both in volume of business and in-cost 
of doing it because of inadequate facill- 
ties. Betterments and improvements 
were needed which, were they to be ef- 
fected, would greatly increase earning 
capacity and decrease the operating 
ratio.

AS WEALTH, culture and altruism gain in 
power to cooperate for social ends in Amer- 
ica. more and more of the result is to be 
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entirely new cut, is necessary to its welfare. 

To offset all this, there is the preponderating conservative senti- 
ment of the country, a sentiment that manifests itself most impres- 
sively when the noise and tumult of partizan conflict have been 
hushed. This sentiment is not immovable or unchangeable, but it 
measures words, sifts arguments, investigates and insists upon 
knowing why. It is not unwilling to be reasoned with in times of 
calm; what it objects to particularly is attempts to sweep it off its 
feet in times of commotion. 

The radical element should take courage from the fact that this 
sentiment has bent to many changes in recent years. Only through 
its acquiescence has the initiative, the referendum and the recall come 
about in some quarters, has direct voting been legislated, has com- 
mission government spread; through its acquiescence is the subject 
of taxation undergoing scrutiny, will it undergo reform. 

Nothing is more certain than that government, like everything 
else that is dependent upon human direction, must go forward. ‘The 
two great forces of society that at once divide and balance it, are 
separated upon political, social and economic issues not so much by 
differences of opinion as to measures as by differences of opinion 
as to methods. ‘They are necessary to each other. No matter how 
widely they may disagree, in the last analysis they are aiming at the 
accomplishment of like ends, though not at all in the same way. 

So now, as to this matter of changing the governmental gar- 
ments. They will be changed, but not as precipitately as one element 
would have it, and not as sedately as the other. As has ever been 
the case, the proposals of the radicals will be accepted by the con- 
servatives after the radicals shall have advanced beyond thern. 
Probably there will always be impulse and impatience on one side; 
and always be consideration and caution on the other. Progress 
will be through evolution, not revolution, despite those who would 
hasten matters unduly and those who would unduly delay them.

this movement gains volume and momen- | | 
tum, the necessity of specialization will be 
seen, if wasteful duplication is to be avoided 
and all that comes from concentration of 
effort is to be garnered. It may be an indus- 
trial museum such as Philadelphia pioneers wish, or an Hispano- 
American museum such as Mr. Huntington has created in the 
metropolis, or a museum of natural history which is the glory of 
New York, or a Germanic museum such as Harvard owes to the 
cooperation of German-Americans and of German officialdom 
including the Emperor. 

As part of this development Columbia University’s dramatic 
museum deserves notice. Conceived and given its first form by 
Prof. Brander Matthews, it already has had such practical support 
from lovers of the stage and from professionals that there is no 
uncertainty as to the future. Sponsored by a university, managed 
by one of the most learned of American students of the drama, and 
stationed where the theatrical interests of the country are most 
amply developed, success seems sure. In due time the museum will 
become the trusted custodian of a priceless collection of manuscript, 
costumes, portraits, books, letters, diaries, motion picture records, 
phonograph rolls, plans of theaters, photographs of their exteriors 
and interiors, and all the thousand and one things small and great 
that are part of a vast educational and recreational enterprise, the 
place of which in contemporary American life only a few social 
philosophers even begin to appreciate. ' 

The same need that is now leading Professor Matthews to con- 
struct for the museum models of stages and fittings that were used 
by managers and players when the dramas of Sophocles, of Shakes-

The complaint 
that the good book for children 1s nearly always a stupid book, and 
for this reason a book that children do not like, should not be given 
further excuse. Juvenile story books should be the very best that 
the ablest authors can produce.
